Lorpos, June 19.—Dispatches received here 
from Melbourne state that the latest advices 
from Samoa are to the effect that Chief Mata- 
fa, accompanied by a body of natives, had 
started for Mahe, the center of the intrigue 
which is known to exist against the sover- 
eign rights of King Malietoa. It is believed 


that this movement will lead to further 


trouble. The two chiefs who by Malietoa's 
orders had been imprisoned for tion, es- 
raped and joined the forces of Chief Matafa. 
The latter had, however, returned the chief- 
tains to Malietoa and during an interview 
which was held between Matafa and Malie- 
toa, the former told the King that although 
he (Malietoa) had been recognized as King by 


the powers, he (Matafa) was the real King of 


Samoa. 
CAPT. BURTON’S WORKS. 


HIS WIDOW WILL PUBLISH ALL BUT ONE OF 
2 THEM. 


Loxrpor, June 19.—The widow of Capt. Bur- 
ton writes to the Post that she intends as far 
as possible to publish all her late husband’s 
manuscripts, in accordance with his desires, 
with the exception of his ‘‘Magnaopus,’’ 
upon which he worked until the dayof his 
death, a translation from the Arabic of the 
**Scented Garden. Burton, when dying, 
told his wife that this work would realize an 
annuity for her and he would never write 
more on the subject, but would devote himseif 
to his autobiography; that it was a baby tale 
compared with his ‘‘Arabian Niguts, and 
was likely to make a row in England. After 
his death she read the work and was offered 
£6,000 for it. After days of self-torture, try- 


ing to decide how to act in the difficult situa- 


tion, she burnt the manuscript sorrowfully 
but reverentily. She adds: 

Not for £6,000,000 would I have risked its publica- 
tion. I any judge me for this act unworthy of their 
friendship, I must bear it in silence. I shall retire 
from the worid and if I live I all write the biog- 
raphy of my husband. It will be s big work and will 
occupy two or three years. 

Incidentally she mentions the husband’s 
desire that she should never read the ‘‘Arab- 
ian Nights, dut she undertook the financial 
management of the publication, which real- 
ized £16,000, of which £10,000 was promt, in 
stead of the £500 he wanted to sell it for, 


being accustomed to small prices.

TWENTY-FOURTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE MEXI- 
CAN EMPEROR'S DEATH. 

Lowpos, June 13.—A Vienna dispatch says 
that the Emperor is spending the day in se- 
clusion, it being the twenty-fourth anniver- 
sary of the death of his late brother, Ferdi- 
nand Maximillian, Emperor of Mexico, who 
was execut@il by shooting at Querterato. The 
Gay is not observed as one of general mourn- 
ing, but the Emperor always devotes a por- 
tion of n to retirement and prayer. As a 
blow to his affections the fate of Maximillian 
is said to be second only to the suicide of En- 
dolph. The subject of a renewal of diplomat- 
ic relations between Mexico and Austria was 
recently broached in Viena, through the 
Colombian representative inthat city, and 
the imperial ministry was strongly inclined 
to favor the proposition on account of the 
growing commercial interests both of Austria 
and Mexico. The Emperor himself, however, 
put a firm veto upon the project, and showed 
by the emphasis of his action that he never 
would forgive Mexico for the death of his 
brother. The probability is that, as ighg as 
Francis Joseph lives, there will be no direct 
diplomatic intercourse between Austria and 
Mexico. With his death, however, the per- 
sonal objections will disappear, as the crown 
will then go to a nephew to whom the death 
of Maximillian will be a matter of history 
only.

AFRICAN AFFAIRS. 


GROWING HOSTILITY AMONG THE NATIVES TO 
PORTUGUESE RULE. 

Lonpox, June 19.—The latest advices from 
Zanzibar state that the reports from Mozam- 
bique represent growing hostility among the 
natives to Portuguese rule. The chief, 
Kumisa, who was recently converted and 
baptized with all his warriers by a Port- 
uguese missionary, and who at that time dis- 
carded all but one wife, has pulled down the 
Portuguese flag from his kreal and taken all 
his wives back again, and with his fighting 
men threaten to fight any Portuguese who 
may invade his dominions. The Potuguese 
missionary escaped aftera perilous experi- 
ence, having been nearly torn to pieces by 
Kumisa’s wives who were enraged at him for 
the separation from their husband. The 
Portuguese forces are inadequate to cope 
with the hostile natives and reinforcements 
from Portugal are urgently needed. 


GENERAL FOREIGN. 


SEVERE EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS IN INDIA—GER- 
MANY AND CHILI. 

CALCUTTa, June 19.—Sixty earthquake 
shocks were experienced throughout the 
province or Bengal yesterday and many 
buildings were destroyed. 


GERMANY AND CHILI. 

BERLIN, June 19.—A Ministerial conference 
was held yesterday, the recollection of the 
Chilian insurgents being the subject of dis- 
cussion, although no decision was arrived 
at. It is said that the course of the United 
States in regard to the Itata has aroused deep 
anxiety in Berlin, it being feared that Bal- 
maceda’s government will make more favor- 
able commercial conditions for the United 
States to the detriment of the European 
countries.

A Serious Shooting Affray on Board a 
Canadian Steam Barge. 


THE CAPTAIN AND ONE OF THE CREW 
FATALLY WOUNDED. 


Indian Militia Men on a Big Spree and 
Threatening Trouble—A Fatal Find— 
The Walla Walla Lynching—Benson 
Sentenced to Hang—The Criminal Cal- 
endar. 


Derroir, Mich., Jane 19.—A special to the 
News from Amherstburg, Ontario, says: Last 
evening the steam barge Jane Cook of Port 
Dover, Ontario, anchored about 300 feet off 
the Amherstburg dock and a portion of the 
crew went ashore and filled up with quor, 
returning about midnight. They proceeded 
to make a disturbance below deck, and be- 
came so noisy and abusive that the other 
men objected. Capt. Dupont went below to 
stop the row, but matters had reached the 
danger point, and about the time Capt. 
Dupont showed up pistols were pulled and 
indiscriminate firing started. The battle raged 
for half an hour, and when it was over it was 
found that six men had been shot. Dr. Rob- 
ertson and an assistant were summoned and 
dressed the wounds. Capt. Dupont was shot 
through the right lung and his recovery is 
Goubtful. Peter Riopele was also shot in the 
chest and may die. The other four wounded 
men were shot inthe legs, and their wounds 
are not considered dangerous. Dr. Robert- 
son expected to see his patients again this 
morning, but at an early hour the Cock 
started off down the river, and at 10 o’clock 
this morning was seen off Hickory Island 
Keeping well in to American waters. No ar- 
rests were made as Amherstburg officers had 
been unable to get abroad the vessel. 


THE WALLA WALLA LYNCHING. 


STROXG EVIDENCE MW FAVOR OF ONE OF THE 
DEFENDANTS. 

WALLA WALLA, Washb., June 19.—The ex- 
amination of witnesses began yesterday in 
the trial of Privates Evans, Mueller, Cutter 
and Clinton, Charles and Joseph Trumpower, 
the six soldiers charged with the murder of 
A. J. Hunt, April#. Sherif?’ McFarland tes 
tified that he recognized all six defendants as 
being among the number who lynched Hunt. 
On cross examination McFarland stated that 
the first time he recognized the men was when 
he was sent to the garrison by the Grand- 
jury to subpeena witnesses to testify before 
the Grand jury. At the conclusion of Sheriff 
McFariand’s testimony the State rested its 
case. Private Evans, one of the defendants, 
was called and testified that on the night of 
the lymuching he was at his quarters playing 
cards and did not gototown that night. Did 
not hear of lynching until next day. 

Sergt. Schumaker testified that he saw 
Evans in the library at quarters piaying cards 
between the hours of 7 and p. m. Twelve 
other privates testified they saw Evans in the 
library playing cards between sand9$ p. m., 
on the night of the lynching. 


A FATAL FIND. 


FLOUR FOUND IN A ROADWAY DISCOVERED TO 
HAVE BEEN POISONED. 

BALTIMORE, d., June 19.—A special to the 
Sun from Hagerstown, Mad., motes a case of 
poisoning in the village of Locust Grove. On 
Saturday last Daniel Shiffier, a farmer, found 
in the lane near his house a package of flour 
and another of coffee. He sought for an 
owner and not finding ome gave the articles 
to a Mrs. McKurron. She used the flour, 
and her entire family were made very sick. 
One boy died and another is ex pected to die. 
The other membersof the family—the hus- 
band, John McKurron, the wife and two 
children—will recover. A post-mortem 
showed that poison had been mixed with 
the four. Two years ago an attempt was 
made to poison Mr. Shiffler’s stock anda 
year ago his barns were burned down. The 
authorities, convinced that the poisoned 
flour and coffee were intended for Mr. 
Shifier’s family, are searching for mis- 
creant among those Known to be at enmity 
with him. 


BLOODSHED FEARED. 


INDIAN MILITIAMEN ON A BIG Dre AND 
THREATENING WHITE CITIZENS. 

New ORLzaNs, La., June 19.—A special 
from Paul’s Valley, I. T., says: The sixty 
Chickasaw militia, who left here Wednesday 
in charge of Gov. Byrd and United States 
Agent Bennett to meet the United States 
troops westof bere andeject 6,00 United 
States citizens who are living in the country 
without permits, all got drunk twenty-five 
miles west of this place. An eye witness 
says thatthey havea barrel in the commis- 
sary Wagonande gallon jug on each saddle. 
Some of them went into a farmer’s yard, shot 
down a horse and Killed a goose. They halted 
a white farmer, abused and threatened to 
shoot him because he was white. This much 
whisky mixed with sixty Indians who are 
clothed with some authority, is liable to 
cause the loss of several lives, as when they 
‘are drunk their only desire isto shoot and 
kill.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Important Army Regulations —Amended— 
Ohio’s Tobacco Statistics. 
Wasuixcoton, D. O., June 19.—By a general 
order issued from the War Department, 
the army regulations are amended as 


follows: When an officer who is under 
orders to change station takes ad- 
vantage of a leave of absence 


before he joins his new station he is not de- 
prived of the travel allowances to which he 
would be entitled had he not availed himself 
of the leave. The leave of absence merely 
suspends the execution of the order for 
change of station and at the expiration of 
the leave the officer comes under the opera- 
tion of said order, and in obeying it is entl- 
tied to full pay for the time necessary to per- 
form the journey from his old station to his 
new one. 
OHIO TOBACCO STATISTICS. 

The Oensus Office has made public the 
tobacco statistics of Ohio. The total number 
of planters in the State during the 
census year was 12,929; the total area devoted 
to tobacco, , acres; the total product 
7,853,563 pounds, and the value of the crop to 
the producer, estimates on the basis of actual 
sales, $2,642, . 

THE LETTER-BOX COMMISSION. 

The Post-office Commission is still examin- 
ing models of letter-boxes preparatory to 
making its report to the Postmaster- General. 
Numerous models have been submitted, 
among which are about a dozen from St. 
Loufs. A German model is also in the col- 
lection and has some strong points in its fa- 
favor. The Commission will probably report 
its decision this week. 

THE TREASURER’S STATEMENT. 

The daily statement of excess of assets over 
demand liabilities, issued by United States 
Treasurer Nebeker to-day, shows that the net 
balance in the Treasury has been wiped out 
and that there is an apparent net deficit of 
$787,108.04. This statement is more apparent 
than real, asthe aggregate assets are placed 
at $203,252.272.7%5, and the net lMabilities 
at $163,291, 198.45, leaving what is 
called in the statement a ‘‘cash Dal- 
ance’’ of 86,61, 84. 30. Thiscash balance 
is madeupof .,. l. di on deposit in Na- 
tional danks and 9, 2, %. 386 of fractional 
silver and mor coin. The net surplus, as 
office of the Secre- 
tary Treasury to-day, 
is $2,811,000. This apparent contradiction 
is explained by treasury officials by the fact 
that the treasurer’s books will not show the 
figures that the private statement kept for 
the Secretary of the Treasury does. At no 
time this month has the private statement 
shown a less net surplus than $2,000,000. At 
the end of each month both the private state- 
ment and the Treasurer’s statement balance, 
but at no other time are they identical.

LOST IN ICY BAY. 


The Drowning of Lieut. Robinson of 
the Revenue Cutter Bear. 


FOUR SEAMEN GO DOWN WITH THE

Names of the Unfortunate Men—Railroad

Victoria, British Columbia, June 19.— 
Steamer Queen, which arrived from Sitka, 
reports that the revenue cutter Bear has 
reached Alaska from Icy Bay, bringing news 
of the drowning of Lieut. Robinson and four 
of the crew of the Bearand A. C. Moore of 
the Russell party. The drowning occurred 
while the party were trying to make a land- 
ing in Icy Bay with the Russell-Mt. St. Elias 
party. The Bearleft Sitka the morning of 
the 14th for Behring Sea. 

THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 

WasHInGToON, D. C., June 19.—Capt. Shep- 
hard of the Kevenue Marine Service to-day 
received from Victoria, B. C., a telegram 
confirming the report of the drowning of 
Lieut. Robinson and four other men at Icy 
Bay while attempting to land from the Bear 
through the surf with the Russell-Mount St. 
Elias party. The names of the drowned men 
were Lieut. Robinson, Coxswain Hassler, 
Seamen Anderson, Nelson and Henry Smith, 
all of the revenue cutter Bear, and W. C. 
Moore, a member of the exploring expedi- 
tion. 


THE COON RAPIDS DISASTER. 


OFFICIAL INSPECTION OF THE WRECK BY IOWA’S 
RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


DesMoOINes, Io., June 19.—The Railroad 
Commissioners have returned from an om 
cial inspection of the wreck of the Milwaukee 
passenger train that ran into the Coon River 
at Coon Rapids Tuesday night. After view- 
ing the wreck and talking with the injured 
passengers the board swore several of the 
employes of the road and took their testi- 
mony as to how the accident occurred. The 
engineer said that his train was a Uttle 
behind time and was running fast to 
make up lost time. At the west end of 
the bridge, which wasa strong, substantia! 
structure, there are three switches. As the 
engine crossed the middle switch it struck a 
tile wedged in between the rails and the 
front truck of the engine left the track, al- 
though the drivers remained on the rails. 
In this condition the engine crossed the 
bridge, knocking it into the river, fifty feet 
below. By the time the bridge fell with the 
cars upon it the engine crossed, but as the 
train held together it was dragged back into 
the water. 


INHALED THE FLAMES. 


FATAL MISHAP TO A GIRL WHILE LIGHTING A 
GASOLINE LAMP. 

CINCINNATI, O., June 19.—Early yesterday 
morning Emma Belcher of the village of 
Riverside, O., was burned to death. Her 
father had arisen early to go to the market to 
procure goods for his store. Emma was to 
open the store and wait for his return. The 
store becoming dark she was obliged to light 
a gasoline lamp. Itdid not work properly, 
and while she still held it in her hand, a puff 
of pure name out into ner face. Her 
screams attra a neighbor, but she had 
inhaled the flames and died two hours later. 
Her head was burned in a horrible manner. 
She was only 15 years of age, the eldest of 
eight children, and divided her time in 
assisting her mother at home and father in 
the store. The body will be buried in Moore’s 
Hill, Io. 


A BAD FREIGHT WRECK. 

ToLtepo, O., June 19.—A serious freight 
wreck occurred at Upper Sandusky at (a. m. 
Asa west-bound freight on the Pittsburg, 
Ft. Wayne & Chicago road was crossing the 
Hocking Valley track a north-bound freight 
on the latter road crashed through it. The 
tracks were badly torn up and the platform 
in front of the depot hotel was all torn up 
and the engine buried in the ground close to 
to the hotel wall. Nobody was injured. The 
fault is believed to lie with the Hocking Val 
ley crew, who did not respond to the engin- 
eer’s whistle for brakes,

~Mrs. Orugar in a Horse Oar—Miss 
Midday Morgan, the Cattle Editor—Must 
We Discard Our Stays?

whatever woods it may be your privilege to 
have adjacent to the town in which you live. 


It you are a rather selfish sort of a young 
man, something on the blase order, tired of 
the world of women and girls and glad to en- 
Joy yourself without their companionship 
you will select the best horse at your dis- 
posal, whistle to faithful dog Tray and, 
mounted upon Dobbin with Tray at your side, 
you will go dancing, prancing, jumping, 
bowling, galloping, racing and tearing off 
to the woods—to the woods away—to make 
holiday all by yourself. 
But if you are a sensible young man, the

The sudden and untimely death of ‘‘Fritz’’ 
Emmet recalls several interesting anecdotes 
about the genial comedian. 4 

**Fritz’’ was passionately fond of Turkish 
baths and never spenta day while in New 
York without devoting at least one hour at 
Averhard's, on Twenty-eighth street. 


Manager Ed Rue tells an interesting anec- 
dote illustrating ‘‘Fritz’s’’ fondness for 
Turkish baths. It seems that when the com- 
edian was in Wheeling, some years ago, he 
could not find a Turkish bath in the entire 

lace, and had no means of indulging his 
avorite pastime. One afternoon Fritz, ac- 
companied by his manager, George Wilton, 
and Ed Rue, sallied forth and finally found an 
old man who declared that he could furnish 
the entire three with the desired bath. The 
old man brought the trio to his alleged Turk- 
ish bath. 

‘*‘Why, there's no heat, said Fritz. 

Dont need any,“ answered the oid man, 
who did not in reality know what a Turkish 
bath was. 

Oh, yes; we want heat,“ replied the 
comedian, and he compelled the old man to 
start a big wood fire in the stove. He nearly 
burned the old man out in trying to get up 
the desired degree of heat, but he got it 
eventually, and the three had their Turkish 
bath, although under difficulties. 

‘*Fritz’’ took the keenest delight in re- 

lating his first experience while endeavoring 
to inaugurate Wednesday matinees at the 
Miller Bros.’ Theater in Columbus, O. The 
people of Columbus at that time were not 
used to matinees, and ‘‘Fritz’’ made up 
his mind to give a Wednesday mat- 
inee—the first one ever given in 
Columbus.

The theatre was 
empty. he actors were about to don their 
street clothes, as they felt sure thatthe at- 
tempted matinee would turn out as expected. 
Finally one solitary individual put in an ap- 
pearance and occupied a stall in therear part 
of the theatre. Fritz called his actors to- 
gether and told them to be ready, as the cur- 
tain was going to be rung up. 
Mind, I want no guying, said the star to 
the collected company. Lou must all play 
to that One man out there just the same and 
with as much care as if the house was 
packed. 

He then stepped before the curtain and 
called to the individuai who composed the 
audience.

ADAMS PEOPLE WILL ASK TO BE MADE 
CO-DEFENDANTS. 


A Significant Action Brought in Pitts- 
Carried to Cleveland, O., by the St 
Louis Company—A Flank Movement to 
Be Made. 


The telegraphic news this morning contains 
advices of an electric patent suit instituted 
in the United States District Court at Pitts- 
burg, Pa. The suit is brought by the Short 
Electric Railway Co. of Cleveland, O. 
against the Westinghouse Electric & 
Manufacturing Co. of Pittsburg, Pa., for 
alleged infringement of patents owned by 
complainants or gearless electric 
motors, both parties to the suit 
having their motors now in operation in 
Pittsburg. The suit hasa strong bearing on 
the United States District Court in this city 
only last week, and will become a phase of 
the same fight. 

TO BE MADE CO-DEFENDANTS. 

The Adams Electric Co. of St. Louis will 
next week ask to be made co-defendants with 
the Westinghouse company in the suit for in- 
fringement brought by the Short company. It 
will also at the same time institute suit 
against the Short company for infringement 
of a patent issued to Dr. Wellington 
Adams covering the gearless moter principle, 
and to which the officers of the Short com- 
pany was referred by the Patent Office when 
it applied for letters patent on an electric 
gearless motor during the past year. The 
officers of the Adams company of St. Louis 
Claim that this action on their part is precip- 
itated by the institution of the Short suit. 
They charge that the proceedings just begun 
in. Pittsburg are in reality a friendly litiga- 
tion between the Short and Westinghouse 
systems, intended to secure adjudication on 
certain points of their own which would ma-

They give the history of the patent covering 
the electric geariess motor as follows: The 
essential idea of the gearless motor was cov- 
ered in the first patent issued to Dr. Welling- 
ton Adams eight years ago.

The local company, however, 
refused to sell its patent, explafhing its 
value, and stating that it was then prepar- 
ing for suits against all electric railway 
in active operation for

patent. The negotiations fell 
in consequence, but during 
a visit east made by Dr. Studman of St. 
Louis, one of the directors, he met the lawyer 
who had conducted the negotiations. From 
him he learned that the real parties trying to 
purchase the Adams patent was the Short 
Electric Rallway Co. 
PRECIPITATES ITS OWN SUIT. 

Dr. Wellington Adams of the local company 
has just returned from Washington, D. C., 
where he had been on matters relating to 
the suit against the Lindell Railway Co. 
of this city, using the Sprague system. 
While there de was shown by the 
patent office examiners the application 
of the Short Electric Railway Co. for the 
geariess motor patent, and was also shown 
the Official citation made from the Patent 
Office stating that the idea was already cov- 
ered by the Adams patent. He was seen by a 
Post-DitsPaTcu reporter this morning in re- 
gard to the Pittsburg suit of the Short against 
the Westinghouse Co. Dr. Adams stated 
that the only object of such a sult was to 
make a flank movement on the Adams Co. 
The two other companies named could, by 
mutual understanding, so present the facts 
as to gain for that company a decision 

the Westinghouse for infringement 
of certain features of their gearless motor 
patent, and such an adjudication could be 
eg telling effect in the defense against 
the of the Adams company. 

The suit merely precipitates our own suit 
against the Short company, said Dr.

‘*palter with us in a double sense“ like a 
brass- mounted demagogue in expounding 
the administration’s position and policy 
on the coinage question. In his letter to 
the Ohio Republican Convention, Secretary 
Foster does this very thing in trying to 
pose asa bi-metallist while opposing free 
coinage. 

He professes to oppose mono-metallism, 
and says: That a single standard of value 
based upon either gold or silver is too nar- 
row a basis upon which to conduct the bus- 
iness of the world, is now apparent to all 
who have studied the question. And yet 
he insists on keeping our so-called bi-met- 
allic coinage on the narrow basis of the 
single gold standard of value. 

That is precisely what we do so long as 
we concede free coinage to one of the metals 
only—so long as we favor gold with free 
coinage, and deny it to silver—so long as 
we discriminate against silver coinage; 
putting heavy shackles upon it; permitting 
silver to be coined in limited quantity only 
and thus keeping the entire coinage ad- 
justed strictly to the basis of the gold coin’s 
bullion value. 

Nobody will deny that reversing this 
discrimination so as to favor silver coin 
precisely as gold coin is now favored would 
put our currency upon a single standard, 
silver basis. We are now as closely tie 
down to the single gold standard as if no 
silver had ever been coined in this country, 
and bank notes or other credit currency 
theoretically convertible into gold had 
been issued instead of our silver coins and 
silver certificates. 

The free coinage basis of such a currency, 
no matter how inflated, would be the abso- 
lute test of its value and volume for pur- 
poses of payment when the days of en- 
forced redemption of it all came, and all 
values would be contracted to that basis, 
the difficulty of payment being inversely 
increased. 

The policy of single standard monomet- 
allism is the policy of conceding free coin- 
age to one metalonly. The policy of put- 
ting our currency on a broader bi-metallic 
basis is the policy of conceding precisely 
the same free coinage to two metals. Every 
administration which opposes the latter 
policy does so for the sake of maintaining 
the single standard gold basis, and ought 
to have candor enough to admit the pur- 
pose while admitting that the necessary 
effect is continuous contraction, inuring 
to the great benefit of creditor interests 
and the great damage of debtor interests.

HIS ARREST DUE TO AN ASSAULT ON AN 
ANCIENT ENEMY. 


A New Pension Order Issued by Secretary 
Noble Which Changes the Dates of Pay- 
ment—Plead Guilty to Opening a Letter 
—Changes in the Mail Hours—Federal 
News. 


Deputy Marshal Walter Atkinson walked 
into the Custom House this morning, with a 
drawn pistol in one hand, the other holding 
by the collar of his ragged shirt a very black 
and very scared negro. The prisoner was 
Jack Thompson, Captain of the Watch on the 
steamer Idiewild. Some days ago another 
colored steamboat hand came to Assistant 
District Attorney M. H. Cahoon and 
asked for the arrest of Thompson, 
who hoe said had beaten him 
severely during a quarrel on the boat. Dep- 
uty Marshal Atkinson was sent out to find 
Thompson, but he hid and got away on the 
Idlewild when it made its last trip. To-day 
the deputy went down tothe boat again and 
saw Thompson just as the negro saw him. 
The darkey dropped the box he 
was lifting and incontinently flied, the 
spectacied deputy after him. The negro was 
gaining on the deputy, when the officer drew 
his pistol and brought him to a halt. 

Thompson winked very hard to keep back 
the tears as he told his story. He said that he 
and the deck hand whom he had beaten 
were talking amicably together on the day of 
the occurrence, when they got to discussing 
steamboats. Thompson said he was on the 
City of New Orleans when she made her first 
trip in 1880.

New Plan of Pension Payments. 


The pensioners in St. Louis. and all over 
the country for that matter, are much con- 
cerned about anew pension order that has 
just been issued by Secretary John W. Noble 
and is thought by some to have a political 
scheme hidden away somewhere in its 
directions. Pensions now are paid 
everywhere in the United States quarterly, 
on March 4, June 4, Sept. 4 and Dec. 4. By 
the new order this arrangement is changed. 
By an act of Congress, approved March 3, the 
Secretary of the Interior was directed to 
divide the pension departments into three 
groups and to rearrange the quarterly 
payments so that instead of being paid al- 
together the groups should receive their 
payments in different months. The Secretary 
by the bill was allowed to group the depart- 
ments as he pleased and to regroup them 
afterwards when he desired to do so. The 
first grouping made by Secretary Noble is as 
follows:

The St. Louis pensioners are in the Topeka 
department, and they got their last quar- 
terly payment this month. Under the old 
arragement they would be paid again Sept. 
4. Under the new grouping they will get 
their pay in August, for the time between the 
last payment and that date and then the reg- 
ular quarterly payments will go on. 

The reason for the change is not clear to 
the pensioners, and the agents have been in- 
undated by inquiries. 

H. D. O’Brien, who owns the Picket Guard, 
and does one of the largest pension businesses 
in the city, said to-day: 

1 understand that the pressure for the 
change came from the Treasury Department. 
It will not make the slighest difference to the 
pensioners, and they will get their money as 
regularly as ever.’’ 

Gen. Benjamin G. Farrar, the Sub-Treas- 
urer, said: ‘‘The reason for the change is 
plain as daylight. The government gets in 
its revenues monthly, andthis plan of paying 
the pensions will make the payments contin- 
uous instead of causing the usual heavy drain 
on the treasury monthly. There is certainly 
no political reason forthe change. Any busi- 
ness man, and particularly bankers will 
readily see the advantage of the new plan.“ 


Changes in Mail Hours. 
Postmaster J. B. Harlow has struck a blow 
atthe famous ‘‘Post-office corner’’ gather- 
ings. In the past the malls have been opened 
at 11 o’clock every Sunday morning, and from 
that time to noon the politicians came 
down town, got their mail and stood 
on the corners making candidates. 
The Postmaster has just issued an 
order opening the mail hereafter on Sunday 
morning from 10 to 11 o’clock, This will be 
too early for the men who have tojattend cau- 
cuses the night before,and a notabie diminu- 
tion of the corner’s crowd will be the result, 
Changes in the time of opening the malls at 
the sub-stations have aiso been made. At 
„A' the hour will be 10:30 to 11:30; at B, 
11:30 to 12:30; at O, 12 to I; at D, 11:30 to 
12:30, and at G, 11 to 12 O clock.

AS OTHERS SEE US. 


Things Good and Otherwise Said About 
St. Louis. 
From the Chicago Herald. 

Nothing of great intrinsic value is to be ex- 
pected from St. Louis, and it is surprising 
that the Post-office Department should waste 
its time over St. Louis suggestions pretend- 
ing to represent enterprise in handling man 
in cities. The Postmaster of the bridge vil- 
lage wants postal cars put on local tram- 
ways. 

Comparatively little improvement can be 
effected by this change. Horses and carts 
now collect the mail fromthe boxes, It is 
taken to the office, handled as rapidly as 
possible and sent off to the sub-stations. 
Postal cars would not increase materally ex- 
pedition of the letters nor save time in col- 
lecting. The true solution of the present 
problem is pneumatic tubes and numerical 
increase of the local stations. Air 
does not need stabling. food, har- 
ness and rest. It does not die, 
It requires no doctoring. Tubes are cheaper 
than wheels and axle grease. The horse and 
his driver must be eliminated as rapidly as 
possible from urban business, They crowd 
the streets now. They would be necessary 
to take the contents of the cable or other pos- 
tal cars from the tracks to the stations. By 
adopting pneumatic tubes the horse will be 
gottenrid of. The pneumatic tube is the 
simplest, Cheapest and speediest way of 
collecting and distributing mail. 

Every other expedientis only a shift and 
must in the end be abandoned. When reform 
begins in earnest there will also be attached 
to every deposit box a slotin which the de- 
positor, if he be so minded, shall dropa cent 
or 2 cents or 6 cents and bring forth the stamp 
he needs. Now citizens must have long 
journeys to get stamps, even at the special 
stations recently authorized. We are only 
beginning to organize our postal service.

NEGOTIATIONS ron AMALGAMATING 
BROKEN OFF THIS MORNING, 


Lengthy Service at Railway Telegraphing 
Required to Make Operators Eligible to 
Membership the Point of Difference— 
Both Orders Will Work Separately— 
Terms Demanded by Each Side. 


The consolidation of the Urder of Railway 
Telegraphers and the Brotherhood of Teleg- 
raphers, which yesterday was regarded as 
practically accomplished, will not take place. 
There was one provision in the proposed 
amalgamation which was referred yesterday 
to the judiciary committee of the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers for conference with the 
representatives of the Brotherhood of Teleg- 
raphers. It was thought that there would be 
no difficulty in reaching an agreement on 
this point, but when the conference was held 
this morning, both sides remained firm and 
the Judiciary Committee reported to the 
convention that the Brotherhood would not 
amend this provision. When the matter of 
adopting this provision as submitted by the 
Brotherhood was put to a vote it was de- 
feated and this putan end to the negotia- 
tions. 

The provision on which the two organiza- 
tions split was in regard to the length of 
time a commercial telegrapher must have 
spent in the railroad service in order to be 
eligible to membership in the consolidated 
organization. The Order of Railway Teleg- 
raphers have a clause in their con- 
stitution which provides that no commercial 
telegrapher can be admitted to membership 
unless he has worked at least three years in 
the rallw ay telegraph service. The Brother- 
hood wanted this provision changed so that 
a man whohas worked a year in the service 
could be admitted. They held that it was 
unfair to demand a longer service of a com- 
mercial telegrapher, as boys brought up in 
railroad telegraph offices were eligible to 
membership in the order of Railway Teleg- 
raphers after working one year as an oper- 
ator in the railroad service. Itis said that a 
majority of the members of the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers voted in favor of 
adopting the provision and consolidating, 
but the restriction clause is an organic law 
of the order and requires a three-fourths vote 
to changeit. This it did not receive. 

THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

The proposition for a consolidation of the 
two organizations was submitted to the 
Order of Railway Telegraphers by M. D. 
Shaw of this city and J. H. Schwerggen cf 
Indiana, towhom as a committee the mat- 
ter had been referred by the Broth- 
erhood. Mr. Shaw is Vice Grand Mas- 
ter of the Brotherhood of Telegraphers 
of the United States, Canada and Mexico 
but in this instance has been acting for the 
Grand Master, while Mr. Schwergen is Grand 
Secretary and Treasurer ofthe Brotherhood. 
In the proposition, they as representatives 
of the Brotherhood submitted to the Order 
of Railway Telegraphers they agreed to ac- 
cept the name of the latter organization and 
in every city where both have 
a membership to consolidate the 
local lodges under the- name 
of the railway bridge and to transfer all 
money in the treasury of the Brotherhood 
lodge into that of the Railway lodge, the 
Brotherhood members to be admitted to the 
organization free of initiation charges and to 
be given credit in the new lodge for all 
money paid by them into the Brotherhood 
lodge. All members of the Brotherhood lo- 
cated where there are no local lodges and 
who pay their fees into the 
Grand Lodge and are members of it, were to 
be admitted to full membership in the Grand 
Lodge of the Railway Telegraphers without 
cost and to pay their dues direct into it, all 
moneys in the Brotherhood Grand Lodge 
treasury being turned into the Railway Tele- 
graphers’ Grand Lodge treasury. Where the 
Brotherhood have local lodges and the Rail - 
way Telegraphers have none, the Brother- 
hood Lodge was to be changed into a Rallway 
Lodge and to be furnished a charter free of 
charge. These provisions were all satis- 
factory to the Railway Telegraphers and 
met with no opposition, but there were 
two things asked for by the Brotherhood men 
which the railway men refused to grant. One 
was that where the local lodges of the two 
organizations consolidated, the railway 
lodge was to declare vacant all 
offices and a new set of o 
cers were to be elected. The 
Railway Telegraphers refused to accede to 
this, and the Brotherhood representatives 
yieided to them and declared that they would 
waive the point and permit the railway om 
cers to serve out their terms. 

THE TROUBLESOME POINT. 

The other proposition on which they dif- 
fered was the restrictive clause already re- 
ferred to in regard to length of service ona 
railroad require, to make a commercial 
operator eligible to membership. The rail- 
way operators’ convention adoptedall the 
other provisions yesterday, but referred this 
one to their Judiciary Committee for confer- 
ence with the Brotherhood operators’ 
representatives. The rallway oper- 
ators were willing to admit to 
membership all the present members of the 
Brotherhood of Telegraphers, providing 
there were not more than fifty men presented 
by the latter organization who had not seen 
railroad service; but they would not take in 
any commercial operator hereafter unless 
he had at least three years’ railroad ex- 
perience. The Brotherhood men argued that | 
they could not agree to the latter provision, 
but if the railway men would reduce’the time 
of segyice on a road required to one year the 
Brotherhood would agree to go into the order 
in a body. Otherwise they could not join 
them, for if three years’ service at railroad 
telegraphing was insisted upon as a pro- 
vision it would exclude from membership 
fully 40 per cent of the commercial operators 
and the Brotherhood men could not 
afford to have so large a per cent of the 
commercial operators excluded, as it would 
render the organization ineffectual. The 
railway operators said that if they did not in- 
sist upon this restriction they could not get 
their organization into the

Its Reputation Defended by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


THE MISSOURI PORKER THE HEALTH- 
IEST IN THE WORD. 


Steps Taken to Prevent the Exportation of 
Diseased Meat—The United States’ 
Product as Compared With That of 
Other Countries—Causes of the Hos- 
tility of Germany and France. 


This morning Henry Siemans, one of the 
Examiners of the Department of Agriculture, 
passed through the city on his way from Chi- 
cago to New Orleans and stopped at the Lin- 
dell. ‘*The Departmentof Agriculture is how 
hard at work in attempting to devise means 
by which meat intended for export can be 
thoroughly inspected without in too great a 
degree impeding the free handling of cattle 
and hogs. Just now we are paying more at- 
tention to pork than to anything else, as it is 
this product that is most in demand in Eu. 
rope and upon which the severest attacks 
have been made. 

AMERICAN PORK SOTND. 

As a matter of fact, our American pork is as 
littie liable to trichinosis as any in the world 
and much less likely to contain that parasite 
than the German pork, although Germany is 
the country that has taken the strongest 
ground against the American hog. Of course, 
trichine are found wherever hogs are 
raised, but this country is comparatively 
free from it. The reason is that mostof the 
pork intended for export is cornfed and very 
little refuse is used. It is from promiscuous 
feeding that trichinosis is developed and 
there is ten times as much of that done in 
Germany. There are certain sections of the 
country in which the disease is almost un- 
known. 

EXCELLENCIES OF MISSOURI'S PRODUCT. 

Take Missouri, for instance. The pork 
raised on the farms in this State is almost 
invariably in perfect condition, m fact, there 
is scarcely any reason at all for 
inspecting it. This is due to the fact that 
corn feeding is almost universal, as 
trichinzw cannot be derived from vegetabie 
matter. Where a case of disease is found, 
it nearly always can be traced tothe vicinity 
of some city where refuse has been used as 
fodder. 

The Iowa pork and that of Kansas is as 
good as that from this State, but there is not 
nearly so much of it. The llinois hog grades 
very high, but not up to the Missour! porker. 
When the corn belt is passed there 
is some danger of diseases, as 
the fodder is likely to be 
promiscuous, but the oak mast of Arkansas 
and some other sections, while not as fatten 

as corn, is as free from animaiculae. 

Taken altogether our pork ts as good as the 
best and far better than the average. 
CAUSE OF FOREIGN HOSTILITY. 

The reason that so much complaint con- 
cerning its quality has been made in France 
and Germany is that its introduction will 
greatly cut down the income of the farmers 
and landholders. We can lay down our 
pork in Europe much below the prices 
prevalent there and those who raise 
hogs will have to reduce rates, or go out of 
the business. Naturally there is a strong dis- 
inclination to do this, and every effort is 
being made to represent that the use of 
American pork is dangerous to the public 
health. There is every likelihood that the 
bars willsoon be taken down in Germapy, 
owing to short crops and higher prices,and it 
behooves us to see that mo bad pork slips in, 
as any shipments from this country will 
be most closely watched, and

PROTECTION AGAINST DISEASE. 

Asa matter of fact there is no danger from 
trichina if the meat containing this parasite 
is properly cooked. A temperature of 20 
degrees kills the worm, and thoroughly 
cooked meat is absolutely safe. This is the 
reason that so little complaint is made in this

OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION. 
The Affairs of the New York Life Co. to 
Be Examined. 


NEW YorK, June 19.—Superintendent Pierce 
of the State Insurance Department having ap-

D. Shannon to examine the affairs of the 
New York Life Insurance Co., Mr. Shannon 
practically took charge of the company’s 
Office yesterday. He will be assisted by a 
large clerical force, and the entire examina- 
tion may cover a period of six months and it 
may cost the company as much as $25,000, 
for under the laws the company has to 
pay for the examination. It is de- 
lieved that Mr. Shannon vill obtain the 
essential results ina few weeks. Noone has 
questioned the solvency of the company yet, 
and Col. W. L. Strong, one of the trustees, 
said yesterday that he had examined the 
company’s assets and found the figures, 
$115,000,000, givenin January to be correct. 
The trustees recommended the examination 
and had the concurrence of President Beers, 
who sent a dispatch from Europe commend- 
ing their decision. A. H. Welsh, the Second 
Vice-President of the company, said that the 
insurance department had been invited to 
make a searching investigation and 
that it would have the fullest ac- 
cess possible to all its affairs. He could 
not tell how long a time the examination 
would consume, but he knew that it would 
be thorough and that the company would be 
Satisfied with the result. He did not know 
when President Beers would return home. 
None of the officers seem to think that Presi- 
dent Beers will resign his office as reported. 
But Col. Strong said emphatically that the 
company would not aliow him to resign even 
if he desired 10. 
AGENT MERZBACHER. 

More was heard from Julius Merzbacher 
yesterday which shows that he has exercised 
his peculiar talents in other fields. M. 
J. Drucker, a leather merchant, was 
the victim in this case; and he gave the 
facts yesterday. Merzbacher was employed 
by Mr. Drucker from 1867 to 1874 as confiden- 
tial clerk and resident buyer. He sent Merz- 
bacher to Parisand gave him an interest in 
the business, but had no partnership with 
him.

“CRADLES OF THE BIRDS. 


JOHN BURROUGHS OBSERVES THE BIRDS 
IN NESTING TIME, 


How the Crows Rehearse the Act of Feed- 
ing Their Young Before the Eggs Are 
Hatched—A Fatherly Blue Bird—A 
Wren’s Generosity. 


The other day I was walking in the silent, 
naked April woods when I said to myself, 
There is nothing in the woods. 

Isat down upon a rock. Then I lifted up 
my eyes and beheld a newly constructed 
crows’ nest in a hemlock tree nearby. The 
nest was but little above the level of the top 
ofaledge of rocks only a few yards away 
that crowned the rim of the valley. But it 
was placed behind the stem of the tree from 
the rocks, so as to be secure from observa - 
tion on that side. The crow evidently knew 
what she was about. Presently I heard 
what appeared to be the voice ofa young 
crow in the tree tops not far off. This I knew 
to be the voice of the female and 
that she was being fed by the 
male. She was probably laying, or about 
beginning to lay eggs in the nest.

Once they returned simul- 
taneously, when the wren was apparently 
much agitated, but waited impatiently on 
its previous perch, some ten feet off, until 
the robin had left, when it visited the nest 
as before. I climbed the tree for a closer 
inspection and found only a well- “regulated 
robin household, but no where a wren’s nest. 
After coming down I walked around the tree 
and discovered a hole, and upon looking in 
saw a nest of sleeping featherless wrens. At 
no time while I was in the vicinity, had the 
wren visited these little ones. 

Of all our birds, the wren seems the most 
overfiowing with life and activity. Prob- 
ably in this instance it had stuffed its own 
young to repletion when its own activity 
bubbled over intothe nest of its neighbor. 
Itis well known that the male wren fre- 
quently builds what are called ‘‘cock-nests.’’
